24 years old, a trusted clerk for Halle & 
Stciglitu, brokers of 30 Broad street, con- 
fessed today that he is the man who 
robbed the National City Bank of $350,- 
000 in securities on Wednesday last, lie 
was arrested yesterday 
and 
kept 
in 


close confinement until today. Leonard 
live* at 586 Ea«t 130th street. He looks 
younger than he really i.-* and from his 
general appearance never would be sus- 
pected of such a crime as that which he 
confessed today. He has been regarded 
by his employers and- by his friends as a 
model of propriety and 
honesty. His 


position was one of responsibility and 
trust. His engagement to a young wu- 
luau well known in society of this city 
was recently announced and he waa soon

HAD GREAT AMBITION. 


The ambitions of the young man have 


been great. They led him to devote tho 
greater part of his time not given to 
business to the study of law, nnd he 
would in ft short time have been gradu- 
ated from the Columbia, law school. 


According to the confession he signed 


the crime was all his- own from its incep- 
tion to it* execution. He had made ar- 
langcracnts to dispose of the stocks and 
bonds whoch ho had stolen, but at the 
time of his urrost not one of them had 
been hypothecated by him. 


-\fter he had completed and si-ued his ti 


confession, he said that until the mo- 
ment of his arrest he did uot deem it 
nobble he could be detected. 
" He was arrested yesterday just as he 
stepped from his home and was on his 
wa.v to church. 


Four hours later he broke down and in 


p. Hood of tears told the complete story 
of hii crime. 


CLAIMS DONE ON A WAGER. 


The strangest part of the young man's 


•tory as'told to the police, was his as- 
eertion that he carried through the lor- 
gcrv and theft just to show how easy it 
would be to outwit the safeguards of a 
New York bank. After the theft Leon- 
ard mnilcd ^00.000 of the securities to 
l)v»r Pearl, senior member of the firm of 
pearl and company, the owners of the 
pccurities. He addressed the package to 
Mr. Pearl's home where it was found yes- 
terday. 
The other securities to the val- 


ue of $59,000, have not been recovered. 


Leonard was arraigned in the Tombs 


police court and held in $50.000 for 
further examination. He was not repre- 
sented by counsel. As he left the court 
room ho said to a questioner, "i did it 
on a bet.' 


LONG UNDER CONSIDERATION. 


Leonard told the police that he con- 


feivcd the idea of the theft some three 
or four months ago and had been plan- 
ning during that time to execute it and 
dhow how easy such a scheme could be 
practiced on the banks of New York. 
On the 20th of September, he said he 
iound four blank checks on the Hanover 
National Bank. That was in the fore- 
noon. Later in the same day, he said, 
he was in the corridor of the National 
City Bank and among the men waiting in 
lino he saw u man holding in his hand 
an envelope marked $300,000 4'/< per cent 
on the envelope. He said he heard the 
loan clerk tell the messenger-that the tn- 
iorest wius 4'/2 per cent and not 4'A- 
Ihen he said, the messenger departed. 


HOW TRICK WAS WOHKED. 


Leonard then had his cue and went to 


,,,.pper, affixed the necessary stamp and 
took them to a mail box in the neighbor- 
hood of West 92d street and mailed them 


Dver Pearl of 34 West 73d -street, who 
a 'member of the firm that owned the 


securities. There were, however only 
$;iOO,000 worth of securities in the pack- 
age which wore received safely the next 
dav bv Mr. Pearl. There were $59,000 
wo'rth'of securities missing and Leonard 
explained that by saying that to have 
enclosed them all in a package by mail 
would have made the package too bulky, 
and he therefore kept them'out^ and only 
mailed $300 worth. In this connection 
it was noted by the police that only 
about $50,000 worth of tho securities 
was negotiable.

I-lc knew that the loan was at the rate 


of interest of 4Vi- per cent. Right then 
he determined to take advantage of his 
knowledge of the banking routine and 
obtained possession of the stock shares 
and the bonds which had been used as 
collateral. 


After 
having seen the transaction 


completed he went to the Hanover Na- 
ional Bank, where from a desk he pick- 
ed up a pad of ordinary blank checks. 


Instead of using a stamp for number- 


ing the forged check he used au ordinary 
pen and red ink. 


DIE LED TO ARREST. 


It was not any of his crude methods, 


however, that brought about the arrest 
of the young forger. He knew that no 
check would be accepted by the teller of 
the National City Bank unless it were 
properly certified. Accordingly he went 
to an obscure stamp maker, from whom 
he obtained a die such as is used by the 
banks in preparing for the certification 
of checks. It was this die which led to 
his arrest. 


FOKGKR'S DESCRIPTION. 


After all other clews hud been exhaust- 


ed the detectives made a search of the 
city, visiting every stamp maker in each 
of "the several boroughs. It thus came 
about that the description of the forger 
was obtained. That description was tak- 
en to Wall street, and an attempt was 
made to fit it to sonic one there employ- 
ed. The right elcw was discovered and 
the man who made 'thu stamp was taken 
to Wall atvcct and identified his custom- 
er. 


IDENTIFICATION COMPLETE. 


When the young forger gave the order 


for the certification stamp he directed 
that it should be sent to him in care of 
one of the local branches of the Young 
Men's Christian association. The clerk 
who delivered the stamp to him made 
the identification complete and the nr- 
rcst followed. 
After he questioned his 


prisoner for some- time McCauley had 
almost concluded that it would be im- 
possible to persuade him to make any 
confession when subsequently the entire 
attitude of the young man changed.

A WAGER? 


New York Bank Clerk Confesses 


—Tells Strange Story to 


the Police. 


By Clever Stratagem He Secured $359,000 in Se- 


curities TlCett Sent $300,000 Back — The 


Other Stocks and Bonds Are 


Still Missing. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 2.—Henry Leonard,, 


24 years old, a trusted clerk for Halle & 
Steiglitz, brokers of 30 Broad street, con- 
fessed today that he is the man who 
robbed the National City Bank of $350,- 
000 in securities on Wednesday last. He 
was arrested j-csterday and 
kept in 


close confinement until today. Leonard 
lives a.t 586 East 136th street. He looks 
younger tliuri he really is and from his 
general appearance never would be sus- 
pected of such i\ crime as that which he 
confessed today. He has been regarded 
by his employers and by his friends as a 
model of propriety 
and honesty. His 


position was one of responsibility and 
trust. His engagement to a young wo- 
njan well known in society of this city 
was recently announced and he was soon 
to liave been married. 


HAD GREAT AMBITION. 


The ambitions of the young man have 


been great. They led him to devote the 
greater part of his time not given to 
business to the study of law, and he 
would in a short time have been gradu- 
ated from the Columbia law school. 


According to the confession he signed 


the crime was all his own from its incep- 
tion to its execution. He had made ar- 
rangements to dispose of the stocks and 
bonds whoch he had stolen, but at the 
time of his arrest cot one of them had 
been hypothecated by him. 


After he had completed and signed his 


confession, he said that until the mo- 
ment of his arrest he did .not deem it 
possible he could be detected. 


He was arrested yesterday just as he 


stepped from his home and was on his 
way to church. 


Four hours later he broke down and in 


a Hood of tears told the complete story 
of bit crime. 


CLAIMS DONE ON A WAGER. 


The strangest part of tiie young man's 


story as told to the police, was his as- 
sertion that he carried through the for- 
gery and theft just to show how easy it 
would be to outwit the safeguards of a 
New York bank. After the theft Leon- 
ard mailed *300,000 of the securities to 
3)y«r 1'onrl, senior member of the firm of 
1'earl and company, the owners of the 
securities. Ho addressed the package to 
Mr. 1'earl's home where it was found yes* 
terday. The other securities to the val- 
ue of .$59,000, have not been recovered. 


Leonard was arraigned in. the Tombs 


police court and held in $50,000 for 
further examination. He was not repre- 
sented by counsel. As he left the court 
room he said to a questioner, "I did it 


g 
ta a bet." 


' 
LONG UNDER CONSIDERATION. 
Leonard told the police that he eon- 


t 
teived the idea of the theft some three 
or four months ago and had been plan- 
ning during that time to execute it and. 
ghow how cany such a scheme could be 
practiced on the banks of New York. 
On the 2Gth of September, ho said lie 
found four blank checks on the Hanover 
National Bank. That was in the fore- 
noon. Later in the same day, he said, 
he was in the corridor of the National 
City Bank and among the men waiting in 
line he saw » man holding in his hand 
an envelope marked $300,000 4% per cent 
on the envelope. He said he heard the 
loan clerk tell the messenger-that the in- 
ierest was 4'/s per cent and not 4l/t. 
Then be said, the messenger departed. 


HOW TRICK WAS WORKED. 


Leonard then had his cue and went to 


the Bowory and there ordered a rubber 
certification stamp, but before doing so 
he cut out tho certification of an old 
check from which the stamp was to be 
copied. After he secured the stamp ho 
filled out the body of the check drawn 
on the Hanover National Bank. Then he 
said he went to Wall street and hailed a 
passing boy and asked him if he knew 
where the National City Bank was. The 
boys said lie did not. Leonard said he 
told him to "take this check to number 
62 Wall street and hand it to the loan 
clerk." Leonard meanwhile stood oppo- 
site the custom house and saw the boy 
tuke the package and come out with the 
•ecurities. 
Leonard said he took the 


securities to his house at 58(1 East 130th 
street, and with no delay put thtvui in a 


tvrapper, affixed Hie necessary stamp and 
took them to a mail box in the neighbor- 
hood of West 92d street and mailed them 
to Dyer Pearl of 34 West 73d street, who 
is a member of the firm that owned the 
securities. There were, however only 
$300,000 worth of securities in the pack- 
age, which were received safely the next 
day by Mr. Pearl. There were $59,000 
I'brth of securities missing and Leonard 
explained that by saying that to have 
enclosed them all in a package by mail 
would.have made the package too bulky, 
and he therefore kept them'ou^and only 
mailed $300 worth. In this connection 
it was noted by the police that" only 
about $50,000 worth of the 
securities 


was negotiable. 


HATCHING OF PLOT. 


Leonard told Captain McCa-uley yes- 


terday that his crime first found forma- 
tion in his mind when he began to study 
how to make it possible for just such a 
theft to bo committed. He was present 
when Pearl & Co. hypothecated the se- 
curities upon which they obtained a loan 
of $300,000. 


He knew that the loan was at the rate 


of interest of 4]/s per cent. Right then 
he determined to take advantage of his 
knowledge of the banking routine and 
obtained possession of the stock shares 
and the bonds which had been used as 
collateral. 


After having seen the transaction 


completed he went to the Hanover Na- 
tional Bank, where from a desk he pick- 
ed up a pad of ordinary blank cheeks. 


Instead of using a stamp for number- 


ing the forged check he used an ordinary 
pen and reel ink. 


DIE LED TO ARREST. 


It was not any of his crude methods, 


however, that brought about the arrest 
of the young forger. He knew that no 
check would be accepted by the teller of 
the National City Bank unless it were 
properly certified. Accordingly ho went 
to an obscure stamp maker, from whom 
he obtained a. die such as is used by the 
banks in preparing for the certification 
of checks. It was this die which led to 
his arrest. 


FORGER'S DESCRIPTION. 


After all other clews had been exhaust- 


ed the detectives made a search of the 
city, visiting every stamp maker in each 
of the several boroughs. It thus came 
about that the description of the forger 
was obtained. That description was tak- 
en to Wall street, and an attempt was 
made to fit it to some one there employ 
ed. The right clew was discovered and 
the man who made the stamp was taken 
to Wall street and identified his custom- 
er. 


IDENTIFICATION COMPLETE. 


When the young forger gave the order 


for the certification stamp hu directed 
that it should be sent to him in care of 
one of the local branches of the Young 
Men's Christian association. The clerk 
who delivered the stamp to him made 
the identification complete and the ar 
rest followed. After he questioned his 
prisoner for soma time McCauley had 
almost concluded that it would be im- 
possible to persuade him to make any 
confession when subsequently the entire 
attitude of the young man changed. 


"It is true, captain," ho said, "you 


have me right. I am the man. I got 
the securities from the National City 
Bank. None o£ them has been disposed 
of. I will return them *ill. I am. glad 
that I have been captured. I have been 
a fool." 


He then made a complete statement 


which was taken down in writing and 
which he signed. To Captain McCauley 
he said it had not been his desire at any 
time to commit a crime, but he had been 
impelled to show the fallacy of the pres- 
ent surface methods of banking.

ASSETS MUCH TOO SMALL.

SHEDS LIGHT ON MURDER 


Death ol Illinois Attorney Due 


to Gang's Enmity-^Strange 


Story Revealed. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—Details of. a ser- 


ies of sensations which are alleged to 
have smoldered 
for months in Cam- 


bridge, 111., and which may explain the 
mysterious death of John H. Streed, a 
prominent attorney and politician who 
was found1 lifeless at his office door in 
Cambridge a week ago with a. bullet 
through his head, were revealed here to- 
day. 


Dr. Byrd C. Powell, a veterinary sur- 


geon, living in Sandwish, 111., came to 
Chicago and told a story back of the re- 
cent suicide of his brother, William Pow- 
Bll, of Cambridge. The story discloses 
a. chain of facta connecting the Powell 
and Streed cases with the virtual imiv- 
der of a Swedish domestic in the home 
of a wealthy man in Cambridge more 
:than five years ago. She was buried se- 
Icretly without death certificate or in- 
quest. In the opinion of Dr. Powell At- 
torney Streed was mui'dered because 
Streed knew the truth behind the wo- 
man's death. Streed got the facts from 
William D. Powell, who committed sui- 
cide August 20, last, after William Pow- 
ell's home had been broken up arid the 
guilty persons shielded, it is alleged, by 
an influential political friend. Dr. Pow- 
ell, declares that his brother was driven 
to his death by a clique in Cambridge. 


HOUNDED TO HIS DEATH. 


"My brother," said Dr. Powell today, 


"was hounded to death by a clique of 
men, who control everything in the ad- 
ministration in law in Cambridge. His 
knowledge of the girl's death, passing to 
.Streed, shifted to the latter the fatal 
•mark of that 'gang's' enmity. If Stret-d 
Iwas murdered it is a simple matter for 
.the" Cambridge authorities to figure out 
'who' are the persons interested in bring- 
ing' about his death. But they have pur- 
posely suppressed the truth, which if re- 
vealed may lead to the discovery of 
Streed's murderer and bring to light an- 
other murder."

The emperor of Korea yester- 
day received Miss Roosevelt in farewell 
audience and presented her with his pho- 
tograph to which wiis affixed his auto- 
graph.

CHICAGO, Sept, 2J>.—The Chicago Fed- 


eration of Labor next Sunday will con- 
sider definitely for the first time a plan 
to participate in the establishment of a 
bank to be controlled by organized labor. 
It is proposed to open a savings institu- 
tion for members of trades unions to 
store their earnings and to vest the ex- 
ecutive powers of the institution in a 
board of directors of whom six \vill be 
representatives of organized labor. The 
capitalization is to be $2,000,000. 


The proposition will come before the 


local central body in the form of a rec- 
ommendation made by the committee of 
the federation which was appointed for 
the purpose last June at the time labor 
unionists became incensed because con- 
tributions were made by some of the 
Chicago banks in support of the Employ- 
ers' association to defeat the strike of 
the teamsters. 


A charter has already been secured. 


The plan is, with the concurrence of the 
Chicago federation, to get subscription* 
to stock—at $5 a share—among labor or- 
ganizations and their members, "to «a- 
able the bank to be owned by a multi- 
tude of ismall investors."

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DEPORTATION OF AN 


AMERICAN CITIZEN 


Immigration Laws Are Broken 


Because of Their Failure to 
Provide for Emergencies. 


CURIOUS AND INVOLVED QUESTIONS RAISED 


Sad Tale of a Russian. Jew, 
His Bride and 


Their New-Born Babe—Hard Struggle of 


the Husband—Federal Statutes Not 


Tempered with Mercy. 


New York.—Strict and exacting im- 


migration laws are of the utmost neces- 
sity. Wore this not the case the country 
would soon become the refuge of Eu- 
rope's paupers and beggars. 


The federal statutes that provide for 


the admittance of foreigners are sup- 
7-iscd to cover every possible case and 
the officials at Ellis Island are coun- 
pollod to act in strict accordance with 
the law which does not provide for 
emergencies. 


It war, the result of the law's failure to 


provide for emergencies that the offi- 
cials were recently compelled to lieport 
a new-born American citizen. 


It Is against the law to deport an 


American citizen. The law does not 
specify any age limit in citizenship. U 
simply says that a child born on Ameri- 
can soil of alien parents Is an American 
citizen. 


The baby in question was not born on 


terra flrma. but It was born within the 
threo-mlle harbor limit placed by law 
as the boundary between American soil 
and the high sons. He Is therefore an 
American citizen, fully entitled to all 
the rights-and privileges therof, and his 
deportation has raised a most curious 
and Involved question in Immigration 
litigation. 


Tho'Daby's parents are Lotta and Her- 


man Romanik, both Russian Jews, hot'li 
25 years of age, artd both immigrants, 
or, as the law calls them, aliens. 


Comes to Mako His Fortune. 


Over three years'ago Roman ik came 


to this country from Russia. He WAS 
young, healthy, capable, and was ad- 
mitted throirgh Ellis Island without the 
slightest trouble. It was a good start 
to his fortune in the new land. He was a 
tailor by trade, and with the industry 
and pertinacity of his race he estab- 
lished himself In short order in a small 
shop on Attorney street. 


The shop thrived, so did Romanik's 


love-making. Back In his Russian home 
Ilvod Lotta, tho sweetheart of his boy- 
hood, and the girls of the East side Ghet- 
to had no claim for the busy little tailor, 
as he worked steadily month in. month 
out, and dreamed of the day wln>:i tie 
should bring Lotta home as a bride. 


Fourteen months ago the dream was 


realized. Romanik would not let tho 
girl make the trip alone. Between Rus-

Saved by Fifteen Minutes. 


As a litigant of moderate means Her- 


man Romanik sought Mrs. Quackenbos 
and laid his case in her hands. It was 
not an easy case. Mr. Watchorn said 
positively that he could do nothing. 
The law allows the Ellis island commis- 
sioner no discretionary powers in emer- 
gency cases. Everything must be re- 
ferred to Washington, and it was too 
late to communicate with the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor. It was a 
time for quick wit and quicker action. 
Hrs. Quackenbos set out to procure a 
writ of habeas corpus. Federal judges 
ire not always within easy reach. Tt 
was late at night before District Judge 
Adams was found and the writ signed. 


It was served on the commissioner at 


Ellis Island the next morning just 15 
minutes before the scheduled leaving 
time of the steamer. The advocate of 
the People's law firm did not waste an 


Romanik, and Mr*. Romanlfc had tns 
baby. 


The poor little tailor man was scur- 


rying from Attorney street to the ferry 
on foot, as no conductor would permit 
him to board a street cur with his gi- 
gantic load.

Instant, and Mrs. Romanik was removed 
iYom the steamer in atugand given into 
the embrace of the poor little tailor and 
husband waiting in desperation on the 
New York wharf. 


Romacik would take no more chances 


•with public Institutions. He placed his 
wife in the New York infirmary for 
women and children and undertook to 
pay $25 a week until the child should be 
born. 


The case was set for hearing In the 


federal court, but never came up for 
trial. Twenty-five dollars a week is a 
heavy tax on an Attorney street tailor 
shop, and Romanlk was compelled to 
give up in a few weeks. It would be 
nvo or six weeks before the birth of the 
baby. Mrs. Romanik became more and 
more violent, and the Ellis island au- 
thorities were once more notified. 


Mrs. Quackenbos had sailed for Hali- 


fax to lake a much-needed rest, and left 
the case with her assistants pendlngher 
return. 
The Ellis island authorities 


contended that the woman was an epi- 
leptic, and had been prior to her arrival 
in this country. 
Her husband swore 


her insanity was due to her condition. 
To deport her now was not only danger- 
ous but Inhuman. But there was no one 
to blame. Each department acted strict- 
ly according to its official duty as inter- 
preted by the bare, cold letter of the law. 
As an insane alien, ordered deported, 
the little mother-elect was once more 
hurried from the infirmary and taken on 
board the steamer. She longed for her 
husband, but he had long since exhaust- 
ed the little tailor shop profits and was 
penniless. 


As an accompanying alien the Peo- 


ple's law firm endeavored to have him 
Reported also at the expense of the gov- 
ernment, but failed. 
Finally a ticket 


was procured for him from the United 
Hebrew charities, and $25 was added by 
the People's law firm, so that the for- 
lorn pair might not land in Europe pen- 
niless. 


Romanik's father and brother live In 


Liverpool. 
They were written to for 


help, and as a concession the deporta- 
tion was made to Bremen Instead of Rus- 
sia, as the nearest stopplngpointtoLiv- 
erpool. 


American Citizen Is Born. 


Everything was settled as well as it 


could be. when the most unexpected de- 
velopment of the case took place. Early 
in Ih'e morning the vessel was to sail 
Mrs. 
Romanik gave birth to a normal, 


healthy boy baby, and that baby is an 
American citizen. It Is unlawful to de- 
port an American citizen, but how about 
a citizen three hours old? Can the law, 
to be absolutely lawful and acting on its 
own laws, separate mother and child 
at such a moment, deport one and permit 
the other to remain? 


It is the law. There was no Solomon 


to decide tho question. Mrs. Quacken- 
bos was k Halifax. The law had Mrs. 


with the law without regard for emer- 
gencies unprovided by the law. In an 


j emergency like the Romanik case a hu- 


man life, perhaps two, was endangered. 
The shock 
of removal undoubtedly 


brought on the birth of the child..1 What 


I the excitement and discomfort of the

heard from in Bremen. 
Should tha 


mother die from the effects of her de- 
portation, what then?

gency unprovided for by the law. If it 
can be proved that the woman is per- 
fectly sane, and not an epileptic; there 
Is a chance to show where the law Is at.

born American citizen.

AMERICAN CITIZEN 


Immigration Laws Are Broken 


Because of Their Failure to 


Provide for Emergencies. 


CURIOUS AND INVOLVED QUESTIONS RAISED 


Sad Tale of a Russian Jew, His Bride and 


Their New-Born Babe—Hard Struggle of 


the Husband—Federal Statutes Not 


Tempered with Mercy. 


New York.—Strict and exacting im- 


migration laws are of the utmost neces- 
sity. Were this not the case the country 
would soon become the refuge of Eu- 
rope's paupers and beggars. 


The federal statutes that provide for 


the admittance of foreigners are sup- 
r^sed to cover every possible case and 
the officials at Ellis Island are com- 
pelled to act in strict accordance with 
the law which does not provide for 
emergencies. 


It was the result of the law's failure to 


provide for emergencies that the offi- 
cials were recently compelled to deport 
anew-born American citizen. 


It ir, against the law to deport an 


American citizen. 
The law does not 


specify any age limit in citizenship. It 
simply says that a child born on Ameri- 
can soil of alien parents is an American 
citizen. 


The baby in question was not born on 


terra iirma. but it was born within the 
three-mile harbor limit placed by law 
as the boundary between American soil 
and the high seas. He is therefore an 
American citizen, fully entitled to all 
the rights-and privileges therof, and his 
deportation has raised a most curious 
and involved question in immigration 
litigation. 


Tho'tjaby's parents are Lotta and Her- 


man Romanlk, both Russian Jews, both 
25 years of age, attd both immigrants, 
or, as the law calls them, aliens. 
j 


Comes to Make His Fortune. 


Over three years ago Romanik came 


to this country from Russia. He was 
young, healthy, capable, and was ad- , 
mitted through Ellis island without the ! 
slightest trouble. It was a good start !
